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Today we extend a warm welcome to our guests from Sheffield Wednesday in @ pre-season 
friendly, Despite their elevated status over the years, we can still point to our first meeting 
against Wednesday on 23rd October, 1912 in a Midland League fixture. United lost 1-3 at the 
Old Showground to Wednesdays Reserve Eleven. !n fact with maximum points, as the 


sequence below indicates.

Combat resumed in the 1930's with the introduction of the Evening Telegraph Hospital Cup, 
an annual event to raise money for the local hospital. In 1933-34 the ‘gate’ receipts was stated 
to be £200:2/8d, suggesting a crowd of 4,000 plus. By 1939 6,100 spectators had donated 
£270. 


It was Oufing the 1935 event that Sheffield Wednesday brought the F.A. Cup to Scunthorpe, 
ater beating West Brom 4-2. They later added the Hospital Cup to their silverware. 


in the 1936-37 season, Wednesday were caused some embarrassment when they forgot to 
return the Hospital Cup and ironically it was the only occaston that United won the tie! 


After the war Wednesday again visited the Old Showground for a friendly, this time attracting 
a Gate of 8.080 for a joint Testimonial for Herbert Lloyd and Harry Allcock.
